Growing by number each and every Sun¬ 
day, members of the Libyan community 
were joined by those of many other Arab 
countries during a solidarity march in 
Churchill Square yesterday. 

Following the launch of militaiy 
action in Libya to enforce a no-fly zone, 

Harun Mans our and others gathered to 
show their support and appreciation. 

“The Libya community... supports the 
actions from the coalition,” said 
Mansour, 23, a university student work¬ 
ing at a pharmacy who has family in 
Libya. “We would also like to send appre¬ 
ciation to the Canadian government for 
helping implement the no-fly zone.” 

The U.S. claims success in the first two 
days of an assault against Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s forces, hitting air defences and at 
least two major air bases and shaking the 
Libyan capital with explosions, but a defi¬ 
ant Gadhafi vows a “long war.” 

What Mansour would like to see now 
is humanitarian action coupled with the 
military action, providing items such as 
medical supplies and food. 

But Libyans aren’t the only ones hop¬ 
ing basic human rights win out in the 
Middle East. About 150 of the close to 200 
ralljdng were doing so for Bahrain.

William Bicknell was back 
in custody yesterday after 
having been recaptured 
following a standoff, said 
Alberta RCMP. 

The fugitive, who is six- 
foot-six and weighs more 
than 400 pounds, was 
arrested Saturday evening 
following a car chase that 
started near Spirit River 
and ended about 20 
kilometres north of 
Grande Prairie, near 
Sexsmith, police said. 

Bicknell, 42, was taken 
to hospital in Grande 
Prairie with undetermined 
injuries, police said. 

He escaped during an 
escorted temporary 
absence from the 
Drumheller Institution 
more than a week ago. 

He was convicted in 
2003 in the April 2001 
beating death of 37-year- 
old Angela Steer in 
Mission, B.G. 

Bicknell’s sister, Sandra 
Myshak, was arrested last 
week for allegedly 
assisting her brother. 

Police said charges are 
pending against Bicknell 
in connection with his es¬ 
cape, including for alleged¬ 
ly holding people hostage 
in both Strathcona Gounty 
last Monday and near Sex- 
smith on Saturday. # metro

He left before she got his 
or the vet’s name. 

She said she met an 


owner the same day with 
a piece of meat her dog 
picked up at the park. De 
Mone is now searching 
for a lab willing to test it 
for poison after the police 
said the process was too 
costly. 

Shawna Randolph of 
the Edmonton Humane 
Society urges anyone with 
information to contact 
police at 780-423-4567. 
She added that the society 
is taking this, as with all 
animal-cruelty claims, 
“very seriously.”

In a phone interview yes¬ 
terday, the commanding 
officer of HMCS Charlotte¬ 
town, Cmdr. Craig Skjer- 
pen, said the U.S. and 
European air strikes on 
Libya are on the minds of 
the crew. 

“Our mission stays the 
same but our ship’s compa¬ 
ny starts thinking about 
what future missions could 
be,” he said. “Right now 
my goal is to keep eveiy- 
one focused on the task at 
hand.” 

Their original mission of 
evacuation and humanitar¬ 
ian aid changed when they 
arrived in Gibraltar, on the 
entrance to the Mediter¬ 
ranean, earlier this month 
because all evacuees who 


wanted to go were already 
rescued. 

The Charlottetown was 
attached to a NATO group 
and was put on patrol in 
the central Mediterranean, 
north of Libya. 

The ship is now moni¬ 
toring traffic on the water 
and keeping track of any¬ 
thing that looks abnormal. 


The U.S. claimed initial 
success two days into an 
assault on Libya that in¬ 
cluded some of the heav¬ 
iest firepower in the 
American arsenal —

Spring has officially started 
and we are slowly inching 
our way toward better 
weather. 

E very year on March 19, 
the swallows mark the 
beginning of spring by 
returning to the 
Mission San Juan 
Capistrano in Califor¬ 
nia. In Edmonton, we mark the 
return of spring by the 
appearance of potholes. 

There’s no doubt that the 
freeze-thaw cycle we experience 
in this city is the major culprit 
when it comes to holes in our 
roadways. There’s little the city 
can do about the nature of the 
weather and the effect it has on 
our streets.

We could front 
the seed money 
and encourage 
other cities in 
the province to 
contribute as 
well.

and mental health. 

Physical demands can 
be high on men and 
women in red serge, yet 
obesity in the ranks is 
now at about the national 
average. 

“We are very represen¬ 
tative of the population,” 
Boughen said. “1 think 
what it speaks to is that 
we hire real people who 
have real issues.” 


Mirroring an 
international trend, the 
number of Canadians 
classed as obese soared in 
recent years to 24.1 per 
cent, say figures from Sta¬ 
tistics Canada. 

For front-hne officers, 
obesity can compromise 
their ability to take down 
a criminal and put their 
own safety at risk.

Steve James' documentary 
about a pair of inner-city 
Chicago youngsters who as¬ 
pire to basketball stardom is 
at once sprawling and 
intimate. 

James follows the highs 
and lows of Arthur Agee and 


William Gates over about 
five years, encourages us to 
root for them by depicting 
them exactly as they are, 
and lets us get to know 
their families, their 
playgrounds, their 
neighbourhoods. 

It's both inspiring and 
heartbreaking without trying 


too hard to be either, and 
it's far more enthralling in 
its realistic twists than any 
scripted melodrama. Not 
just one of the best basket¬ 
ball films ever, but one of the 
best documentaries ever. 


He Got Game 
1998 

Young Ray Allen does just 
fine here, showing off that 
pure shooting ability and 
holding his own opposite a 
nicely understated Denzel 
Washington. 

Allen had only been in the 


NBA a couple years at this 
point and had never acted in 
a film before, but he rises to 
the challenges of some high¬ 
ly charged scenes as the na¬ 
tion's top high school 
prospect, who's struggling 
not just with the decision of 
what college to play for, but 



also with his father's return 
from prison. 

Writer-director Spike Lee, 
the world's most famous 
New York Knicks fan, actually 
lets you see the game played 
out; he doesn't clutter it up 
with frantic camerawork and 
needless cuts. 

Blue Chips 
1995 

Directed by William Friedkin 
and written by Ron Shelton, 
this thing is crammed with 
both celebrities and athletes 
without feeling forced. 
There's Nick Nolte as a 
volatile, Bobby Knight-type 
coach at a UCLA-type school. 



Ed O'Neill as the reporter who 
grills him and former Boston 
Celtics great Bob Cousy as the 
university's athletic director. 

Most amusing of all, 
though, is seeing a young 
(and much leaner) Shaquille 
O'Neal as a beast of a 
prospect from the swamps of 
Louisiana, alongside his 


then-real-life Orlando Magic 
teammate Anfernee “Penny” 
Hardaway (with Alfre 
Woodard as Hardaway's bad¬ 
ass mom). Larry Bird and Rick 
Pitino are among the big 
names who are surprisingly 
believable showing up as 
themselves. 


The Basketball Diaries 
1995 

Leonardo DiCaprio is electri¬ 
fying as Jim Carroll, the late 
New York poet and musician 
who chronicled his teenage 
descent into heroin addiction 
in his memoir of the same 
name. 


Growing up in Manhattan, 
Carroll played basketball for 
his elite Catholic high school 
and dreamed of athletic star¬ 
dom. Instead, he would fol¬ 
low a dangerous path of sex 
and drugs, artistic inspiration 
and self-destruction. (The 
film moves the time period 



from the 1960s to the 
present.) 

This early DiCaprio 
performance, along with his 
Oscar-nominated work in 
What's Eating Gilbert Grape, 
offer an exciting glimpse at 
the fearless actor he would 
become. 

Teen Wolf 
1985 

Who doesn't like young, fur¬ 
ry Michael J. Fox? At the 
height of his Family Ties and 
Back to the Future fame. Fox 
came out with this comedy 
about a scrawny player on a 
struggling high school bas¬ 
ketball team who discovers 



he's a werewolf. 

It's as high-concept as you 
can get. Turning into a were¬ 
wolf turns him into a 
monster both on and off the 
court — and yes. Teen Wolf 
turns into a very traditionally 
'80s-style cautionary tale 
about the perils of instant 
popularity. But there's some¬ 


thing nostalgically comfort¬ 
ing about that, and Fox, with 
his endearing sense of self- 
deprecation and natural 
comic timing, somehow 
makes it all work better than 
it should.

In their new book, Paula 
Szuchman and Jenny An¬ 
derson, co-authors of 
Spousonomics, apply eco¬ 
nomic and business princi¬ 
ples to married life. 

Are these ideas useful 
when it comes to parent¬ 
ing? They would know. 
Szuchman, an editor at 
the Wall Street Journal, 
has a daughter, and Ander¬ 
son, a reporter for the 
New York Times, has two. 

Metro speaks with 
Szuchman to find out. 

In the book, you discuss 
ideas like a division of 
labour when doing chores, 
and evoke “supply and 
demand” in the bedroom. 
Are any of these concepts 


applicable to parent-kid re¬ 
lationships? 

Sure. One thing that hap¬ 
pens when people first 
have a kid is the compara¬ 
tive advantage with child 
rearing ends up being 
with the mom and not the 
dad. That’s especially true 
if she’s breast feeding, be¬ 
cause then she has the ab¬ 
solute and comparative 
advantage in feeding the 
kid. And if she stays home 
and takes the maternity 
leave, then that reinforces 
the comparative 
advantages even more. Be¬ 
fore you know it, you end 
up with this situation 
where the guy will just 
say, “I don’t know how to 
do it.” If she does 
everything, she falls prey 
to becoming the default 
master of everything. 

For a young couple, what's 


the opportunity cost of hav¬ 
ing kids these days? 

Well, the opportunity cost 
is whether or not to have 


kids. Once you have them, 
opportunity cost is 
“romantic time.” If you 
studied economics, you 


could articulate this even 
better than I can, but for 
every unit of value you get 
of the same thing, you get 
less value from it. 

That reminds me of the op¬ 
portunity cost graph for 
countries that's often illus¬ 
trated as a choice between 
“guns” and “butter.” 

You mean like diapers ver¬ 
sus date night? 

Yes! What about collective 
bargaining for parents? 

Does it help to unionize? 

When I was growing up, 
my parents were certainly 
about their united front. I 
had very little bargaining 
power. I hate my parents 
for that, but I also like 
them, so they must have 
done something right.

• 2 tsp (10 mt) mild curry 
powder 

• 4 slices naan bread 

• 4 tbsp (60 mt) mango 
chutney 

• 6 oz (175 g) brie, thinly 
sliced while chilled 
(discard end cuts that con¬ 
tain the most rind) 

• 1 ripe pear, skinned, 
seeded and thinly sliced 

Preparation: 

I ln small bowl, mix but¬ 
ter and curry powder 
together. Spread half 
of the butter on one 
side of two slices of the 


naan bread. 

2 Place one naan, butter 
side down, in a large 
non-stick skillet or 
panini press. Spread 
with 2 tbsp (30 ml) of 
the mango chutney 
and place half of the 
sliced brie, then half of 
the sliced pear on 
naan. Cover with sec¬ 
ond naan, butter side 
up. Cook first side over 
medium heat for about 
5 minutes or until 
golden brown. 

B using a spatula, flip 
carefully. Continue 
cooking on the second 
side for another 5 min¬ 
utes or until golden 
brown and cheese has 
melted. 

Remove from heat and 
set aside for 2 minutes 
to cool slightly. Wipe 
skillet with a paper 
towel and repeat 
instructions for the sec¬ 
ond sandwich. Cut 
each sandwich in half 
and serve.

O Without the proper certifications, products are just selling you a word not a fact — that’s greenwashing 


As consumer awareness of 
recycling and sustainabili¬ 
ty grows, the market is be¬ 
ing inundated with 
eco-friendly products and 
processes. But is that green 
product you’re putting in 
your shopping cart truly 
green — or are you, the 
shopper, being “green- 
washed?” 


“Greenwashing is mak¬ 
ing statements about the 
environmental attributes 
of a service or product that 
are either false or mislead¬ 
ing,” says Eric Boyd, an en¬ 
vironmental lawyer with 
Se 5 d'arth Shaw, a major 
American law firm now 
specializing in green com¬ 
pliance.

With demand for green¬ 
er products steadily climb¬ 
ing, this has become a 
matter of significant im¬ 
portance for shoppers, and 
therefore for all compa¬ 
nies competing for their 
cash. 

“Consumer desire 
drives ever 5 d:hing,” Boyd 


says. “It drives the Wal- 
Marts of the world to re¬ 
quire their suppliers to 
have green attributes in 
their products. And suppli¬ 
ers are not always sure 
what those words mean — 
or what they have to do to 
substantiate them.” 

This is particularly true 
in the construction indus- 
tiy — on both sides of the 
Canada-U.S. border.

P aper products 
can be a wel¬ 
come addition 
to any compost 
pile. The goal is 
to alternate lay¬ 
ers of nitrogen-rich 
greens (yard trimmings 
and vegetable peels) and 
carbon-rich browns. You 
see backyard composting 
is really a colour-coordi¬ 
nation project. 

Other types of 
“browns” include leaves, 
twigs, straw, corn cobs 
and stalks, brown paper 
bags, newsprint and even 
the inside cylinders of 


empty toilet paper rolls. A 
simple trick is to chop, 
shred or tear your browns 
— greens too — to speed 
up decomposition. 

What you shouldn’t 
add are any greasy paper 
towels or napkins — they 
might attract unwelcome 
visitors. And, if you plan 
to put your compost in 
your garden, don’t add 
bleached paper towels or 
napkins. Instead, pur¬ 
chase 100 per cent post¬ 
consumer waste-paper 
products processed chlo¬ 
rine-free. Better yet, 
switch to reusable cloth 


The other day I noticed that a friend of mine 
puts paper towels and facial tissue into her 
compost. Are you really allowed to add 
these?

O The cover letter is an employer’s introduction to 
your personality O Make that first impression count 


1. Find out what your tar¬ 
get employer’s slogan, jin¬ 
gle or mission statement is 
and brainstorm ways to in¬ 
clude it in your cover let¬ 
ter’s introduction. This 
technique will quickly 
capture the reader’s atten¬ 
tion, demonstrate that you 
are familiar with the em¬ 
ployer and stand out from 
other candidates’ one-size- 
fits-all cover letters. 

2. Add a table or two-col¬ 
umn section that closely 
connects the employer’s 
requirements to your qual¬ 


ifications and professional 
achievements. This strate¬ 
gy will quickly provide the 
employer with concrete 
evidence that you’re a 
good fit for the job and 
worth learning more 
about. 

3. Begin with a thought- 
provoking quote relevant 
to the position, the em¬ 
ployer’s goals or your tar¬ 
get industry.

4. Add a “P.S.” to the end 
of your cover letter.

When David Suzuki sluices 
out the slimy, sticky conse¬ 
quences of Big Oil and the 
Alberta tarsands in a recent 
documentary, he rubs a raw 
nerve in Tara Mahoney. 

She absorbs the 
renowned scientist’s harsh 
facts, certain he is right. But 
the 27-year-old takes um¬ 
brage at his death knell that 
the world is worse off now 
than ever before. 

“It’s also gotten a lot bet¬ 
ter,” she says. “There’s a lot 
of positive things you can 
focus on and progress has 
been made. I think it’s im¬ 
portant to remind people of 
that.” 

They’ve come of age im¬ 
perilled by climate change, 
planes diving into buildings 
and superpowers sniping 
civilians, but Mahoney and 
25-year-old Fiona Rayher 
aren’t hiding under the 
bed. 

The tenacious Vancouver 
collaborators have recently 


launched the Generation 
Why Media Project, aiming 
to galvanize peers rather 
than let them give up. 
They’re using media, public 
art, workshops and events 
to spread their concept, 
and have already been 
tapped as “thought lead¬ 
ers” by the idea-sharing fo¬ 
rum TED. 

“We feel something is 
happening to our world, it 
doesn’t make any sense, we 
need to go in a new direc¬ 
tion,” Rayher says, describ¬ 
ing their approach as 
“informed optimism.” 

“If we understand that to 
be true,” adds Mahoney, 
“then we need to decide as 
a generation while we’re 
still young and we have the 
energy and exuberance to 
want to change and create 
things. 

“We need to be focusing 
on the solutions right now.” 

The brainchild was born 
after the duo made a short 


film featuring three people 
who exemplified the values 
they believe epitomize gen¬ 
eration Y’s potential, and 
everyone who viewed it 
clamoured for more. So 
they built a website with a 
blog, shot more shorts, 
gave a ke 5 mote speech at 
TEDxVancouver and started 


throwing theme parties. 

Underl 5 dng the multi¬ 
faceted project, which costs 
them loads of time but not 
too much cash, is the theo- 
ly that eveiy four-part cycle 
of births throughout Ameri¬ 
can histoiy includes a “hero 
generation.” In the concept, 
developed by social histori¬ 


ans William Strauss and 
Neil Howe, that group 
turns upside down the so¬ 
cial structures set up by the 
previous dominant genera¬ 
tion, because they’re no 
longer working. 

Instead of la 5 dng blame 
on their parents, however, 
Mahoney and Rayher con¬ 
ceived an event (held last 
Saturday) where they 
paired gen-Y and baby 
boomer speakers to pub¬ 
licly dialogue about the en¬ 
vironment, justice, 

community, technology, 
and the future. 

“The potential of (gener¬ 
ation Y) doing things to 
change the world and to 
solve some of these prob¬ 
lems is much greater than 
it was for us,” says Kathleen 
Mahoney, an international¬ 
ly recognized human rights 
lawyer and law professor, 
who is also Tara's 64-year- 
old mother. 

Before her moment on 
stage, she noted the genera¬ 
tion has also benefited 
enormously from social 
progress and economic 
prosperity driven by 


boomer action. 

“I think your generation, 
if I may say it this way, is 
just beginning to realize 
what power they have.” 

Caleb Behn, a 29-year-old 
law student and aboriginal 
activist from northeastern 
B.C., was Mahoney's coun¬ 
terpoint during the discus¬ 
sion. 

He describes his genera¬ 
tion as frenetic and out of 
balance. 

“Despite the tattoos, de¬ 
spite the piercings and the 
body modification and pro¬ 
gressive politics and the 
willingness to engage, and 
frankly, stand up ... We're a 
generation that inherited a 
hell of a world and often 
times as a generation we 
don't know what to do with 
it,” he says in an interview. 

“We're so active and 
we're so engaged and some 
of us burn out young and 
get cynical and get into the 
corporate world and be¬ 
lieve in certain materialis¬ 
tic things. Some of us stay 
activists and just stand in 
opposition.”

O Canada’s four-medal day all 
about final event for living legend’ 


Canadian freestyle skier 
Jenn Heil captured every ti¬ 
tle imaginable over her 
stellar career. 

She won Ol 5 mipic gold at 
the Turin Games in 2006, 
picked up a pair of world 
championship titles and 
earned a staggering 58 
World Cup medals along 
the way. 

When she looks back at 
the past decade, a silver- 
medal performance stands 
out as her top memoiy. She 
said she’ll never forget the 
roar from the home crowd 
at the Vancouver Ol 5 mipics 
last year. 

“When my name was 
announced and the moun¬ 
tain vibrated from the sup¬ 
port of the Canadians,” Heil 
said. “That was truly the 
greatest moment.” 

Heil, from Spruce Grove, 
Alta., capped her career 
yesterday with a silver 
medal in the dual moguls 
at the final World Cup of 
the season. 

She lost control in the 
middle section of her final 
run and had to pull out be¬ 
fore her second jump, giv¬ 
ing American Hannah 
Kearney the gold. 

“I’m so at peace. I know 
I’ll miss the competition 
and the privilege of repre¬ 
senting Canada around the 
world, but I’m ready to 
take my passion for chal¬ 
lenging my limits and my 
potential off the slopes,” 
Heil said. 

Heil announced in Janu- 
aiy that she would retire at 
the end of this season.

“She’s a living legend for 
our sport,” men’s bronze 
medallist Alex Bilodeau 
said.

“It’s funny that my 
greatest moments are at 
the start lines, not the fin¬ 
ish lines,” she said. “It’s 
never been about how 
many medals I can win. Of 
course we define success by 
medals, but for me it’s al¬ 
ways been about testing my 
limits.” 

Canada clinched the 
Freestyle Nations Cup for 
the fifth straight season 
and Montreal’s Justine Du- 
four-Lapointe was named 
FIS rookie of the year. 

Heil said she’s happy to 
pass the torch to Dufour-La- 
pointe. 

“She has the competitive 
spirit, passion and ability to 
soar in her career,” Heil 
said. “And if she needs any 
advice or mentoring. I’ll be 
there for her.”
